1953 they were both executed at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New York* 

On January- 3, 1952 there was announced the formation of the National 
Committee to Secure Justice in the Rosenberg Case (NCSJ)* liR. HflY/iRL 
RUSHiaORE, writer for the "New York Journal-. jnerican" made available a copy 
of a press release ®nouncing the formation of t.iis committee which was 
dated December 31, 195l* This committee is neaded by JOSEPH BR-I NIN, who is 
described as a journalist and author* '.Yith this committee he holds the rank 
of Chairman while D..VID .iluu.N is the Executive Secretary* The purpose of 
this committee was to raise ^loney for the defense of the RCSEI^BERGS and to 
arouse public sympathy for them* 

THE ROSENBERG BOOK COLflilTTEE
